1. Secure the Snellen chart to a flat surface in a well-lit room. The chart should be at a comfortable height, which may change
depending on the individual's height.

2. Measure twenty feet from the chart and mark a spot facing the chart directly. (The test results will only be accurate if it is taken from
this distance).

3. Stand at the twenty foot line and cover your left eye with the palm of your hand. Do not put pressure on the eye as it is covered.
Starting from the top, read each row from left to right for as far down as you can still make out the letters. Note the last line on
which you could correctly identify every letter. Have a nurse verify that you are reading the letters correctly.

4. Repeat the test covering your right eye this time. Do not put pressure on the eye as it is covered. Note the last row you could read
with complete accuracy. The row for each eye will not necessarily be the same.
